“In the mature state, basic 
elements of these theories usual­ 
ly are remote from everyday 
experiences — they may even 
contradict the original ideas. By 
this time science has achieved 
contact with reasonably funda­ 
mental elements. The theories

“About 1940 the new biology 
began as scientists entered into 
the third or sophisticated stage 
of study. It was still more primi­ 
tive than its sister science phys­ 
ics but the new phase was well 
on the road 
“There were two principle 
streams in the developments at 
these changes. First was bio­ 
chemistry developed near the 
end of tile 1800’s. Bio-chemists 
had discovered that molecules 
applied to living organisms and 
that basically there were two 
types of molecules — small ones 
easy to duplicate in the test 
tube like water, salt, etc, ami 
a second more unique variety 
thousands to millions times larg­ 
er than the small ordinary ones 
These were found only in living 
tissue. But the different classes 
had one unique possession. Pro­ 
teins. So proteins were said to 
be the secret to reproduction 
And all proteins were made out 
of amino acids. There were 20 
kinds of these amino acids. Ami 
they seemed to be an ‘alphabet 
out of which ‘words’ or pro­ 
teins were made. But no pro­ 
tein had less than 200 amino 
adds or no ‘word’ had less 
than 200 'letters.'
